and Uajor SMITH* 

They told me that both ay wife and I would obtain Italioa 
pasaporta at once# and also that in about three months the deeroe 
te beco^ Italian cltisens would be ioauod* 

Thla Burpriaed me, and believing, obvioualy, that soao 
illegal Bionoy deal was involved, I asked them if and bow mnoh I 
would have to pay for these coneooalona* the two gentlecaan 
replied that I would not have to pay anything for the paaaports, 
but that I would have to contribute the susi of two million liro 
to a charity Inatitution which they theoaelves would Indioato* 

Th^y aXoo stated that when I got tbs paaaports I myself could 
take them to the Ch£Bst\ira and have their authenticity eheohodo 
It waa understood then that they would telephone mo today to toll 
^ the date the passports would be delivered* 

In spite of our agreementa, my suapleionii were aroused* 1 
wePt to Hoqm and made a point of checking at t. the Brltiah Ebibasay 
to see If the two above-wontloned persons rc:o Ixuloed favorably 
Itnnwn at the ismbasay. It vtis confirm ed that they wore, but never* 
thdloQO 1 thought it best to aaka further InQuirieo, so yeatorday 
I went to Qoe Don OKXCHI, with whoia I had discussed some tw®
